Children’s Village, Near Leningrad, 
Russia, October 28.—When Leningrad 
was the capital of the Russia that be- 
longed to the Tsars, there vas a vil- 
lace 40 minutes away called ‘Isars 
Village.” 

Here were the palaces of the ruler, 
his luxurious summer gardens with 
elaborate fountains, his winter homes 
with their stone terraces, the stables | 
for his numerous horses, and the| 
houses where the men and women; 
of the court lived in splendor. 

Today, the children of Russia have 
been given this village. In the win- 
ter, hundreds of boys and girls go! 
to school here; in the summer, they 
use the village as an outing camp. 

In August, there were 300 children 
between the ages of 4 and 14, enjoy- 
ing the natural beauties f what is 
nw fficially called the Children’s Vil- 
lage. They went swimming and boat- 
ing in the lake around which Cather- 
ine the Great and her admirers used 
to walk. 

Three hundred boys and girls live 
in various buildings in the village—| 
about 50 children in each house—su- | 
pervised by a matron who superin- 
tends their food and work. 

The children make their own beds| 
| —about 10 or 12 sleep in a large, spa-| 
eigus room-—-take turns waiting on| 
the tables—-clean their own rooms— | 
and elect their own house committees 
(which decide on programs of amuse- 
| menf.
